AT  A  MEETING  OF  THE 

SOCIETY  of  the  SONS  of  St.  GEORGE, 
April  23,    1796. 

On  motion  and  feconded, 

ORDERED,  That  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  revife  the  printed  rules  of 
the  fociety,  and  make  fuch  alterations  therein 
as  may  agree  with  the  additions  and  amend- 
ments fince  made  to  the  fame,  and  report  to 
the  next  meeting — When  Mr.  George  Davis, 
Mr.  John  Waddington  and  the  fecretary  were 
appointed. 

At  a  meeting,  &c.  July  23,  1796. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  laft  meeting 
to  revife  the  rules  and  minutes  of  the  fociety, 
and  make  fuch  alterations  therein  as  may  agree 
with  the  additions  and  amendments  made  to  the 
fame,  reported,  that  they  had  revifed  the 
rules  and  minutes  of  the  fociety  as  they  at  pre- 
fent  Hand,  and  having  made  fuch  alterations 
and  amendments  thereto  as  to  them  appeared 
neceffary  and  right  confidently  therewith,  fub- 
mitted  to  the  confideration  of  the  fociety  a  new 
fet  of  rules  and  conftitutions,  which  being  read 
were  left  over  for  further  confideration  at  the 
next  meeting. 
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At  a  meeting,  &c.  Jan.  23,  1797- 

The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  fociety,  as 
reported  by  the  committee  appointed  to  revife 
the  fame,  being  read  and  confidered  were  una- 
nimoufly  adopted,  and  having  been  carried  at 
three  fevcral  meetings  of  the  fociety  are  recom- 
mended to  the  adoption  of  the  fociety  at  their 
next  annual  meeting. 


At  a  meeting,  &c.  April  24,  1797. 

The  Rules  and  conftitutionsofthe  fociety,  re- 
commended at  the  laft  meeting,  being  read, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  John  Vaughan  the  fame  were 
unanimouQy  adopted — alfo  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Vaughan,  John  Waddington  and  George  Davis 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  procure  five 
hundred  copies  of  the  laid  Rules  to  be  printed, 
as  alfo  a  lilt  of  the  members  now  living  to  an- 
nex to  the  fame.

INTRODUCTION. 


\ X 7ERE  we  to  trace  their  origin  to  that  primeval 
pair,  with  whom  the  author  of  nature  complet- 
ed the  grand  work  of  the  creation,  we  fhould  find  all 
mankind  related  to  each  other.  Even  at  this  remote 
period,  when  the  fons  of  Adam  are  difperfed  through 
the  world,  differing  in  complexion,  cuftoms  and  man- 
ners, the  civilized  part  of  his  defcendents  ftill  retain  a 
kind  of  fraternal  affection,  and  are  prompted  by  huma- 
nity and  benevolence,  to  relieve  the  diitrefies  and  fo- 
lace  the  forrows  of  their  unfortunate  fellow  mortals,  in 
whatever  clime  or  country  they  drew  their  firfl  breath. 
Pity,  focial  love,  and  charity,  are  citizens  of  the 
•world,  and  extend  their  benign  influences  to  the  whole 
human  race  :  yet  thefe  heaven-born  virtues  have 
bounds  prefcribed  to  them,  as  to  the  radiant  lamp  of 
day,  which  fhines  with  but  a  feeble  beam  upon  coun- 
tries remote  from  its  path,  while  with  redoubled  vi- 
gour, it  cheers,  enlightens,  and  enlivens  thofe,  more 
immediately  in  its  prefence. 

Man,  however  boundlefs  are  the  defires  excited  in 
him  by  benevolence  and  focial  affection,  is  ftill  limited 
in  his  abilities  and  capacity  ;  and  though  his  wifhes 
may  incline  him  to  be  ferviceable  to  all  his  fellow- 
creatures,  he  foon  difcovers  that  he  has  it  in  his  pow- 
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er  to  be  of  ufc  but  to  a  very  few  ;  confciousof  this,  he 
begins  with  thofe  to  whom  the  ties  of  blood  have 
more  immediately  connected  him,  and  widens  the  cir- 
cle as  far  as  his  abilities  will  permit.  Among  the  objects 
which  prefent  themfelvesfor  hisaffiftance  and  relief,  af- 
ter his  particular  relatives  and  friends,  his  countrymen 
are  his  peculiar  care.  His  predilection  for  them  is  by  no 
means  the  effect  of  narrownefsof  fentiment,  but  pro- 
ceeds from  the  fame  laudable  motives,  which,  ever 
fince  the  eftablifliment  of  civil  fociety,  have  induced 
good  citizens,  not  only  to  love,  but  if  occafion  required, 
to  die  for  their  country.  Policy  has  ever  been  made 
ufe  of  to  encourage  this  patriotic  benevolence,  and,  in 
fome  ftates,  honours  and  advantages  have  been  decreed 
to  thofe,  who  faved  the  life  of  a  citizen.  Equally 
praife-worthy  with  preferving  his  life,  mult  it  be  to 
refcue  a  fellow-citizen  from  the  iron  hands  of  penu- 
ry and  want  ;  nay,  in  fome  cafes  perhaps  more  fo,  for 
death  is  often  more  eligible  than  a  life  of  wretched- 
nefs. 

Men  of  merit  are  to  be  found  in  almoft  every  nati- 
on ;  but  mankind  in  common  prefer  the  meritorious  of 
their  own,  to  thofe  of  any  other  country.  We  can- 
not extend  our  beneficence  univerfally,  and  therefore 
muicfelect  the  objects  of  our  charity  from  the  general 
clafs  of  mankind,  by  fome  rule  or  other.  In  forming 
this  rule,  we  are  led  to  feleft  thofe  of  the  particular 
nation  from  whence  we  originated,  not  only  from  a 
defire  every  man  has  to  relieve  them,  but  becaufe  ex- 
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perience  teaches  us,  that  to  fuch,    perfons  in  diftrefs 
naturally  think  of  applying  for  relief. 

National  attachments  and  prejudices  are  for  the 
moft  part  idle  and  unneceffary  ;  and  when  they  operate 
fo  far  as  to  make  us  injure  or  defpife  perfons  born  in  a 
different  country  from  ourfelves,  they  are  indeed  very 
reprehenfible.  But  although  national  diftinttion  fhould 
on  moftoccafions  be  avoided,  yet  the  neceflity  of  form- 
ing the  prefent  fociety  is  one  proof,  that  on  fome  oc- 
casions it  may  anfwer  the  beft  purpofes.  Numbers  of 
Englimmen  have  arrived  in  this  city,  and  being  difap- 
pointed  in  their  expectations,  have  been  reduced  to 
the  lo  weft  ebb  of  diftrefs ;  and  not  knowing  whereto 
apply  for  relief  or  advice,  have  funk  into  ruin  almoft 
unnoticed,  when,  perhaps,  a  little  good  counfel,  or  a 
fmall  pecuniary  afliftance,  would  have  faved  them  from 
deftru&ion,  and  made  them  ufeful  members  of  fo- 
ciety. 


For  the  relief  of  fuch  melancholy  inftances  of 
wretchednefs,  it  is  thought  proper  by  the  fubfcribers, 
to  form  themfelves  into  an  affociation  by  the  name  of 
"  The  Society  of  the  Sons  of  St.  George,  eftablifhed 
"  at  Philadelphia,  for  the  Advice  and  Afliftance  of  En- 
"  glifhmen  in  Diftrefs  :"  and  this,  not  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  keeping  alive  any  invidious  national  distinction, 
which  ought  particularly  to  be  avoided  between  the 
different  nations  which  compofc  the  United  States  of 
America,  where   all  the  freemen  (from  wherefoever

they  originally  migrated)  are  brethren,  friends  and 
countrymen,  but  merely  that  our  unfortunate  brethren, 
as  well  thofe  who  are  members  of  the  fociety  as  other- 
wife,  and  efpecially  thofe  Englijbmen,  who  are  Gran- 
gers in  America,  may  know  where  to  apply  for  advice 
and  afliftance. 

It  is  therefore  agreed  by  the  fubferibers,  that  they, 
and  each  of  them  will  become  members  of  the  faid  fo- 
ciety,  and  be  fubjeft  to  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  condud  aud  good  government  thereof. 


RULES   AND    CONSTITUTIONS

Rule  I.  Of  the  fociety' s  Name,  the  Members  thereof, 
and  the  foci ety  Seal. 

THAT  this  fociety  be  called  "  The  Society  of 
"  the  Sons  of  St.  George,  eftablifhed  at  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  advice  and  afliftance  of  Englifhmen  in  dif- 
trels  :"  and  that  no  perfon  be  admitted  a  member  of 
this  fociety  in  future,  unlefs  he  be  a  native  of  that 
part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  or  unlefs  his  fa- 
ther be  an  Englilhman,  or  unleis  his  grandfather  or  fa- 
ther had  been  at  any  time,  or  at  the  time  of  his  appli- 
cation to  become  a  member  of  this  fociety  was,  or  were 
members  thereof,  or  unlefs  he  be  at  the  time  refident 
within  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  character  of 
Ambaflador,  Minifter  Plenipotentiary,  Envoy,  Chnrge 
des  affaires,  Conful,  or  in  any  other  ministerial  capacity 
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from  the  court  of  Great  Britain  or  from  under  its  go- 
vernment or  authority,  in  which  cafe  it  (hall  not  he  con- 
fidered  eflential  to  his  admiflion,  asa  member  of  this  fo- 

ciety  during  his  continuance  in  his  officei  to  what  nati- 
on he  or  his  anccitor  doth  or  did  belong.  That  the 
mode  of  choofing  members  be  by  ballot,  at  a  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  lociety,  a  majority  of  whom  (hall  decide 
all  difputes  relative  to  the  conduct  and  propriety  of  the 
electors  and  election  :  and  no  perfon  (hall  be  admitted  a 
member  of,  or  be  introduced  into  the  fociety,  unlefs 
he  be  elected  by  at  leaft  three-fourths  of  the  members 
prefent  at  Inch  quarterly  meeting;  but  no  election  of 
members  lhall  be  held  unlefs  tv\euty  members  be  pre- 
fent  nor  unlefs  fuch  member  fhall  have  been  previoully 
propoiedat  the  1  n it  meeting  and  his  name  entered  upon 
the  minutes  of  the  fociety  ;  (except  honorary  members 
who  may  be  elected  inttanter)  and  fuch  new  member 
whenchofen,  (hall,  before  he  receives  a  certificate  of 
his  admiflion,  fubferibe  the  fociety's  rules,  and  pay  into 
the  hands  of  the  treafurer,  a  fum  not  lefs  than  eight 
dollars  (which  fum  every  member  hereafter  elected 
agrees  to  pay  forthwith)  and  after  fuch  payment,  he 
(hall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  admifiion,  figned  by  the 
treafurer  and  prefident,  or  vice  prefident,  and  under 
the  feal  of  the  fociety.  That  the  members  (hall  be 
clafTed  into  refident  and  honorary  ;  the  firft  compofed 
of  fuch  as  refide  in  this  city,  or  within  ten  miles  there- 
of,  and  the  latter  of  fuch  Englifhmen,  or  fons  of  En- 
glifhmen,  or  fuch  whofe  grandfathers  or  fathers  being 
Englifhmen  or  fons  of  Englifhmen  had  been  members  of 
tins  fociety,  who  being  now  refidents  (hall  be  admitted 
members  on  presenting  the  fociety  with  a  fum  not  lefs 
than  ten  dollars.  And  moreover  every  refident  mem- 
ber (hall  pay  quarterly  to  the  treafurer  one  dollar  to- 
wards  increafing  the  fociety's  fund.  That  the  feal  of 
the  lociety  be  agreeably  to  the  following  defcription — 
A  fhield  bordered  with  thirteen  ftars  ;  St.  George  day- 
ing  the  dragon,  the  eye  of  providence  beaming  on  him  ; 
on  a  wreath  above,  a  young  Phoenix,  riling  from  the 
flames— The  motto  on  the  upper  edge,  "  The  leal  of 
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<(  St.  George's  Society,  Philadelphia."  Round  the 
bottom  edge  "  I  was  a  itranger,  and  ye  took  me  in.'' 
Over  the  creft — "  Add  to  brotherly  love,  charity." 

II.  Of  the  Officers  of  the  Society. 

There  fhall  be  chofen,  by  holding  up  of  hands,  on 
the  twenty-third  day  of  January  in  every  year  after  the 
prefent,  a  prefident,  vice-prefident,  treafurer,  fecreta- 
ry,  a  committee  of  eight  perfons  to  be  called  fie  wards, 
and  a  melFenger  to  ferve  in  the  feveral  capacities  hereaf- 
ter pointed  out,  for  the  year  enfuing  fuch  their  electi- 
on. 

III.  Of  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  the  mem- 
bers  with  refpecl:  to  him. 

The  prefident  fhall  preferve  good  order  and  decency 
at  all  meetings  of  the  fociety  *,  regulate  the  debates, 
and,  in  cafe  of  an  equality  of  voices  or  votes  on  any  con- 
tefted  matter,  fhall  finally  decide  the  fame  ;  but  fhall 
not  otherwife  interfere  further  than  for  the  regulation 
of  the  difputes,  and  preferving  good  order.  He  fhall 
alfoprefide  at  all  entertainments  and  meetings  of  the  fo- 
ciety ;  and  fhall  be  treated  by  all  the  members  with  the 
greateft  deference  and  refpecl,  on  pain  of  any  rude  or 
unruly  member  being  fubjecl  to  fuch  fine  as  the  majori- 
ty of  the  fociety  fhall  fet,  not  exceeding  ten/hillings,  or 
even  of  expulfion,  if  fuch  majority  fhall  think  proper- 
The  prefident  fhall  alfo  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  fociety,  on  convenient  notice,  in  fuch  manner  as  he 
fhall  think  belt- 

IV.  Of  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  abfence  of  the  prefident,  his  duties  and  au- 
thority lhall  devolve  upon  the  vice-prefident,  who  fhall 
be  fupported  by  the  members  in  the  exercife  of  fuch 
duties  and  powers.  The  vice-prefident  is  to  fign  and 
allow  of  all  orders  on  the  treafurer,  for  the  payment 
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of  all  firns  of  moncv  nor  exceeding;  fifty  dollars  to  he 
distributed  or  paid,  between  any  meetings  ol  the  focie- 
ty  for  charitable  purpoies or  otherwile  ;  but  it  t  r  1  -  -  mo- 
ney Hull  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  majority  ol  i lie 
fociety,  the  treafurer  lhall  be  authorized  (m  cate  of 
the  vice-prefident's  refufal  to  (ign  the  order)  to  pay 
the  fame  on  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  fociety, 
ftgned  by  the  fecretary«  1  he  vice-prefident  (hall  have 
the  cultody  of  and  control  over  the  common  leal,  un- 
lefs  in  cafe  of  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  th  fociety,  when 
he  lhall  be  obliged  to  affix  or  permit  the  feal  to  be  af- 
fixed^ He  lhall  alto  direct  ^ with  the  concurrence  of 
the  prelident,  if  the  pretident  choofes  to  interfere) 
the  place  of  meeting  at  either  the  quarterly  or  annual 
nie«  tings  of  the  fociety  ;  and  lhall  lend  timely  notice  to 
the  fecretary  ot  fuch  plate,  which  Hull  be  within  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  1  he  vice  prefident  lhall  not  (ign, 
or  the  treafurer  obey,  in/  order  for  a  fum  of  money 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  without  the  fame  lhall  be  direct- 
ed to  be  paid  by  a  majority  at  a  quarterly  or  annual 
meeting. 

V.  Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  treafurer  Hull  hive  the  cuftody  of  all  the  pa- 
pers, money,  good-,  and  effects  (except  the  book  of 
minutes  and  other  papers,  directed  to  remain  u  ith  the 
fecretary)  belonging  to  the  fociety  ;  which  he  lhall 
fafely  preft- rve  and  keep  for  their  ufe.  He  (hall  pay 
all  orders  drawn  by  the  vice- prelident,  or  in  purfuance 
of  the  order  of  the  fociety  as  aforefaid  ;  and  lhall  ma- 
the  Itock  to  the  belt  advantage,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  fociety.  He  Hull  keep  fair  and  regular  books  of 
accounts  during  his  adminiitration,  and  lhall  render  a. 
true  account  of  all  monies  and  effects  received  by  him 
belonging  to  the  fociety  5  which  account  lhall  be  lia- 
'  the  infpecYion  an  J  control  of  the  majority  of  the 
lociety,  who  (hall  and  may  approve  or  di fallow  any 
charges  or  difburfements  therein  contained.  Ac  the 
year  he  lhall  deliver  over  to  the  fucceeding 
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treafurer,  allthe  books,  money,  papers  and  property, 
which  he  had  received  belonging  to  the  ibcietj  ;  and 
fhall  give  bond  to  the  preiident  and  vice-preiident 
(who  lhall  be  trultees  of  the  fame  tor  the  ui'e  of  the 
fociety )  in  double  the  value  of  the  fociety  ilock,  condi- 
tioned for  his,  the  laid  treafurer's,  faithful  obfervance 
of  all  the  rules  of  the  fociety  relative  to  hit,  duty.  1  he 
faid  treafurer  to  be  excufed  in  cafe  of  fire,  or  other  un- 
avoidable accidents.  1  he  treafurer  lhall  alio  colled 
all  fines  incurred  by  any  members  and  account  for  the 
fame,  and  lhall  be  allowed  any  expenl'e  he  may  be  at 
in  the  collection  thereof. 

VI.  Of  the  Secretary. 

The  fecretary  fhall  provide  a  book,  wherein  he  fhall 
fairly  and  regularly  enter  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  fociety,  with  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers, and  carefully  minute  down  and  record  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  fociety,  at  any  of  their  meetings, 
tie  (hall  make  out  the  certificates  of  admiflion  of  the 
members,  funimon  the  fociety  or  caufe  them  to  befutn- 
monedby  notice  to  the  members  relident  in  the  city 
and  advertifements  in  two  (at  lealt)  of  the  public 
news-papers,  when  directed  by  the  prefident  or  vice- 
prefident  as  aforefaid,  receive  all  petitions  for  charity 
and  deliver  them  to  the  prefident,  vice-rrefident,  or 
ftewards,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  diftribution  di- 
rected to  be  made  of  all  monies,  and  generally  do  all 
the  writing  and  neceffary  bufinefs  of  the  fociety,  which 
from  time  to  time  mall  occur  :  and  lhall  deliver  over 
to  his  fucceflbr  all  the  minutes  and  papers  which  he 
fhall  have  in  his  cuftody  :  and  lhall  be  allowed  and  paid 
by  the  treafurer  all  his  reafonable  expenfes  incurred 
in  the  fervice  of  the  fociety.  The  fecretary  fhall  alio, 
after  every  meeting,  furnifh  the  treafurer  with  a  lilt  of 
fines  due  from  any  members. 
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VII.  Of  the  Stewards  or  committee  of  eight. 

The  commirtce  fliall  with  the  confent  of  the  prcfi- 
denc,  vice-prcfident,  and  treafurer,  or  any  two  of 
them,  diftribute  any  fuin  or  funis  m  charities,  beiv, 
the  times  of  quarterly  meetings,  provided  inch  diltri- 
bution  does  not  in  the  whole  exceed  fifty  dollars  or 
twenty -five  dollars  to  any  one  perlon-  They  lhall 
diltribute  no  charity  but  to  the  brethren  of  the  fociety, 
and  to  Englifhmen  or  Ions  of  Englilhmen  or  their  wi- 
dows and  children,  nor  lhall  any  be  entitled  thereto, 
but  fuch  as  are  not  entitled  to  receive  relief  from  the 
overfeers  of  the  poor  of  this  city,  unlel's  fuch  relief  fliall 
appear  to  them  inefficient  :  they  lhall  provide  enter- 
tainments for  thefociety  and  fettle  the  bills  on  all  pub- 
lic occalions. 

VIII.  Cft be  Messenger. 

The  mefTenger  fliall  be  directed  by  the  treafurer  and 
the  fecretary,  who  lhall  employ  him  to  carry  the  no- 
tices to  the  members  of  the  fociety,  and  to  collect,  in 
the  fines  and  quarterly  contributions,  he  Hull  alio  at- 
tend on  public  occalions  and  receive  fuch  falary  or  com- 
penfation  for  his  trouble  as  the  vice-prelident,  trea- 
furer, itewards  and  fecretary,  lhall  think  adequate. 

IX.  Of  officers  dying,  or  refufmg  to  ferve* 

If  any  of  the  officers  of  the  fociety  (hould  happen  to 
die  or  remove  out  of  the  Hate,  others  fliall  be  chofen 
in  manner  aforefaid,  to  ferve  the  remainder  of  the 
year  ;  and  if  any  member  be  chofen  an  officer,  and  re- 
fufe  to  ferve,  he  lhall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  fociety 
ftock  five  dollars,  and  if  any  officer  be  neceflarily  ablent 
at  any  meeting  another  (hall  be  chofen  pro  hac  vice  in 
his  room,  unlefs  the  officer  next  in  degree  lhall  be  pre- 
fent,  as  in  that  cafe  he  fliall  do  his  own  and  the  duty  of 
the  officer  abfent. 
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X.  Of  the  Meetings  of 'the  fociety,  and  the  Expense 
thereof 

The  fociety  fhall  have  ftated  quarterly  meetings,  one 
whereof  (hall  be  their  annual  meeting  on  St.  George's 
day,  and  fpecial  meetings  when  the  fame  fhall  be  di- 
rected by  the  prefident,  vice-prefident,  or  ftewards, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  prefident,  or  vice-prefi- 
dent.  The  quarterly  meetings  to  be  on  every  the 
twenty-third  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  Octo- 
ber in  every  year,  unlefs  either  of  the  faid  days  fhall 
happen  on  a  Sunday,  then  the  faid  meetings  fhall  be 
held  on  the  next  fucceeding  day.  Twelve  dollars  to 
be  paid  towards  the  expenfes  of  quarterly  meetings  and 
thirty  dollars  to  be  paid  towards  the  fame  purpofe  on 
St.  George's  day  out  of  the  fociety's  flock.  Every 
refident  member  abfenting  himfelf  from  a  quarterly 
meeting  (hall  pay  to  the  treafurer  the  fum  of  one  dollar 
as  a  fine  for  fuch  abfence  at  a  quarterly  meeting  and 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  abfenting  himfelf  from  an 
annual  meeting.  That  any  member  of  the  fociety 
wifliing  to  invite  a  ftranger  to  the  anniverfary  dinner, 
fhall  fubmit  the  name  of  the  gentleman  foto be  invited, 
to  at  leafttwo  of  the  ftewards  who  on  approving  there- 
of are  hereby  empowered  to  direct  the  fecretary  to 
iffue  the  card  or  cards  of  invitation,  on  condition  that 
the  member  foliciting  the  card  fhall  declare  the  vifitor 
to  be  eligible  to  become  a  member  of  the  fociety,  and 
engaging  to  difcharge  his  proportion  of  the  expenfe  of 
the   day. 

XI.   0/ DISTRIBUTING  the   SOCIETY  STOCK. 

Not  above  one-fourth  of  the  ftock  which  fhall  appear 
to  be  in  the  treafurer's  hands  as  the  annual  fettlement  of 
his  accounts,  fball  be  diftributed  in  charities  or  other- 
wife,  the  next  fucceeding  year-  As  the  fociety's  views, 
are  as  well  to  give  relief  to  each  other,  as  to  render  af- 
fiftfince    to  diltreffed  Englifhmen,  and  contemplating 
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that  any  member  of  this  (briery  may  at  fome  fufuie 
period  (how  i  v  er  flounlhing  or  i  jfy  his  prefi  ui  fitu-tion 
in  lifej  be  plunged  into  diltrefs  by  unavoidable,  inci- 
dental misfortune,  afliitances  to  fuch  unfortunate  mem- 
ber ought  as  well  to  be  attended  to,  as  fuccouring  the 
unhappy  flxanger  j  and  as  the  fociety  donor  proceed 
upon  narrow  principles,  but  will  afliil  their  poor  coun- 
trymen in  a  way  which  will  be  alfo  advantageous  to  the 
community,  artificers  and  manufacturers  coming  into 
this  itate  «nd  being  natives  of  England  or  Ions  of  En- 
gliihmen,  ihall  be  encouraged  and  aililti-d  by  the  focie- 
ty, more  abundantly  than  thefe  poor  people  who  are 
not  of  any  trade  or  calling.  At  leaf!  tu  o-thirds  of  the 
fociety  ttock  Ihall  be  put  to  intereft  or  inverted  in  bank 
or  public  (lock,  by  the  treafurer.  [*he  fecurities  for 
the  fame  or  fums  fo  lent  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the 
prefident  or  vice-prefident,  and  it  mail  be  exprelTed  on 
the  back  of  the  bonds  or  fecurities  that  the  money  lent 
is  the  property  of  the  fociety,  which  endorfement  Ihall 
be  figned  by  the  prefident  or  vice-prefident^  No  fum 
above  fifty  dollars  ihall  be  given  in  charity  to  any  one 
perlon  or  family  without  (he  exprefs  order  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  fociety  pre  fen  t  at  a  quarterly  or  fpecial 
meeting  and  generally  the  distribution  and  difpofal  of 
all  fums  above  fifty  dollars  mult  be  left  to  the  future 
judgement  of  the  fociety,  who  will  determine  according 
to  the  ftate  o(  the  funds. 

XII.    Of  the  dfportment   of .the  mf.mbe.is,  during 
the  time  of  doing  bujinefs. 

No  member,  while  the  prefident  is  in  the  chair,  fhall 
interrupt  the  bulinefs  by  talking  on  any  other  fubjecf. 
than  that  rhen  before  the  fociety,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting (being  reprimanded  for  rhe  ririt  olfencej  the  fuin 
of  fifty  cents  for  the  fecond  offence. 
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XIII.  Of  the  collecting  the  fines  and  quarterly 

PAYMENTS. 

All  fines  and  quarterly  payments  to  be  paid  to  the 
treafurer  or  meflenger  on  demand,  and  delinquents  to 
be  reported  to  the  next  quarterly  meeting  ;  and  if  af- 
ter notice  by  direction  of  a  quarterly  meeting,  they  re- 
fufe  or  neglect  to  pay  before  the  next  quarterly  meet- 
ing, he  or  they  fo  neglecting  or  refufing,  to  be  deemed 
no  longer  a  member  or  members  of  the  fociety,  until 
he  or  they  mall  pay  the  arrears  due,  and  at  a  quarterly 
meeting  give  a  reafonable  excufe  for  his  or  their  ne- 
gleft  or  retufal.  But  if  any  member  {hall  be  delinquent 
in  the  due  payment  of  his  fines  and  quarterly  payments 
for  the  fpace  of  four  quarters  next  after  they  mall  be- 
come due  and  demanded  as  aforefaid,  and  that  the  now 
payment  thereof  was  not  owing  to  his  abfence,  he  mall 
be  ftruck  olfthe  lift  of  members  by  the  fecretary,  and 
no  longer  admifiable  into  the  fociety  but  by  a  new  elec- 
tion. 

XIV.  Of  the  expulfinn  of  members,  and  the  mode  of  al- 

tering the  foregoing  rules. 

No  member  to  be  ftruck  off  the  fociety 's  lift  unlefs  at 
lead  twenty  perfons  be  prefent  at  the  meeting,  (ex- 
cept in  the  cafe  declared  in  the  foregoing  rule)  and  a 
majority  of  the  members  prefent  at  a  quarterly  or  an- 
nual meeting  may  alter  or  add  to  the  rules  of  the  focie- 
ty, provided  thatfuch  majority  mall  not  confift  of  Jefs 
than  twenty-five  members,  and  provided  alfo  that  fuch 
alterations  or  additions  ihall  be  propofed  at  the  quar- 
terly meeting  previous  to  the  meeting  at  which  fuch 
alterations  and  additions  are  to  be  considered- 
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X  HE  foregoing  is  a  true  copy  of  the  prcfent 
Rules  and  Conftitutions  of  the  Society  of  the 
Sons  of  St.  George,  &c.  as  reviled  and  altered 
at  different  times  from  the  original  rules,  form- 
ed on  the  firft  cftablifhment  of  the  Society  on 
St.  George's  day,  the  23d  April,  1772.
